Supervisor N. E. West said 
J today there was nothing in the 
telegram he sent President Roose¬ 
velt about Hamilton H. Cotton 
which suggested he should con¬ 
trol democratic patronage in 
Orange county because he is the 
only democratic member of the 
board of supervisors. 

Mr. West admitted he called 
Mr. Cotton the "arch traitor of the 
democratic party in California" 
and referred to him as "McAdoo's 
man Friday" and added that the 
patronage Mr. Cotton has dis¬ 
pensed will make it difficult for 
the presiden to carry California in 
the next election unless somebody 
more representative of the party 
is recognized in recommending ap¬ 
pointments. He suggested patron¬ 
age dispensing be placed in the 
hands of the democratic central 
committees. Stripped of the pa¬ 
tronage privilege Mr. Cotton "can 
do no harm," Mr. West told the 
president, as. he added, "Mr. Cot- ] 
ton’s only followers are job 
seekers " 

Mr. West was even more reluct¬ 
ant today than Mr. Cotton to dis-1 
cuss the telegram, some of which 


was made public yesterday after 
The Jolmal learned such a mes¬ 
sage had been dispatched to the 
president by the supervisor. 

Mr. Cotton told The Journal, in 
response to an inquiry, that he 
had received a copy of the tele¬ 
gram from Washington, together 
with a letter from the white house, 
asking who Mr, West is. Mr. Cot¬ 
ton told The Journal that Mr. 
West had represented himself as 
the logical man to distribute 
democratic patronage in Orange 
county, inasmuch as he is the only 
member of the board of super¬ 
visors. 

"If Mr. Cotton has a copy of the 
telegram, as he stated, he knows 
that the statement he is alleged 
to have made to The Journal that 
I was seeking to be recognized as 
head of democratic patronage dis¬ 
tribution in Orange county is ab¬ 
solutely untrue. No such an idea 
was stated nor inferred. On the 
contrary, my telegram suggested 
that patronage be dispensed 
through democratic central com¬ 
mittees," said Mr. West today.

It lasted only a second, 
and when I looked again at the 
road, the ear was almost on top 
of a tree.” 

Attendants who followed in an- 
other car said they saw their mon¬ 
arch turn his head for an Instant 
as he drove at a rate of between 
50 and 55 miles an hour along the 
sunny road beside the lake called 
"Vier Waldstatter See." 

Rolls Into Lake 

The touring car swung to the 
side of the road, hit an eight-inch 
curb, and rammed into a tree, then 
rolled into the shallow lake Just 
eight feet from the road.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 29. UP) 
President Roosevelt today signed 
the Frazier-Lemke three-year 
farm mortgage moratorium bill, 
designed to replace the law de¬ 
clared unconstitutional by the su¬ 
preme court last spring. 

The measure permits debt-burd¬ 
ened farmers to go into federal 
court and obtain moratoriums of 
as much as three years on their 
mortgages. During that time 
their property, in effect, would be 
under court control. 

Farmers are allowed to remain 
in possession of their land during 
the moratorium but must pay a 
'■.'air" rental, either every six 
months or at the end of each year, 
as the court may decide. 

At the end of the moratorium, 
property which has been protected 
by it must be re-appraised by the 
courts or on court order. 

The farmers then may clear 
their land by payment of the ap¬ 
praised value. But if they fail to 
do so. secured creditors can ob¬ 
tain court orders directing that the 
secured property be sold at public 
auction.

The cut was made in an effort 
to correct the surplus production 
situation in the state, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

Observers here were doubtful if 
the low price will be maintained 
for long, but pointed out that if 
it is. the result may be the shut¬ 
ting down of Orange county in¬ 
dependent wells. Lease agree¬ 
ments provide that this may be 
done in many cases whenever the 
crude oil price falls below 75 
cents. 

May Drop Again 

The effect of the slash on re¬ 
tail gasoline prices is regarded 
as problematical. The retail price 
is down now to a point where 
a further cut would be regarded 
as a drastic step. 

The curtailment problem was 
complicated last week when the 
state raised the quotas of whip¬ 
stock wells at Huntington Beach 
from 15,000 barrels per day to 
19.230. 

Oil Umpire Pemberton said last 
night the price of crude oil may 
drop to 25 cents. 

"We have had three months 
of voluntary curtailment since 
the code went out," he said, 
"and today we have virtually no 
curtailment. Certain fields are 
doing as they please." 

A committee of seven, charged 
with restoring order in the indus¬ 
try, has secured approximately an 
80 per cent signup of production 
under a new curtailment agree¬ 
ment for one year. 

Heavy Crude Higher 
It is said also that some pro¬ 
ducers who have opposed the new 
proposed agreement said it would 
abolish the central committee of 
producers and set up a board of 
three to govern the industry, with 
Mr. Pemberton as virtual dictator. 


WITH THE ITALIAN ARMY. 
Bolzano, Italy, Aug. 29. UP >— 
Warning to Great Britain to "go 
slow" at the League of Nations 
council session for consideration 
of the Italo-Ethiopian conflict next 
Wednesday was seen by political 
circles today in the communique of 
the Italian cabinet setting forth 
its case against Ethiopia 

After an extraordinary meeting 
here near the mimic battle field, 
II Duce s cabinet stood before the 
world with: (1) An admonition to 
Great Britain that sanctions mean 
serious trouble; <2i a determina¬ 
tion to attack Ethiopia at the 
council session, and. (3) funda¬ 
mental economic decrees to fi¬ 
nance a war with the African em¬ 
pire. 

Plan Military Steps 

The cabinet gave assurance that 
British imperial rights would not 
be touched by the Italian program. 

"In any event," said the com¬ 
munique. "the Fascist government 
fulfills its precise duty by making 
known to the Italian people that 
the problem of sanctions has been 
examined by the hlghtest military 
authorities of the regime under all 
aspects and that as regards even¬ 
tual sanctions of a warlike nature, 
decisions and measures necessary 
to face them have been taken al¬ 
ready some time ago." 

The communique is regarded as 
having placed the situation 
squarely up to Great Britain. The 
cabinet in one hand holds out an 
olive branch by saying Italy will 
not infringe upon the British im- 1 
perial rights, but the other hand 
holds a threat of "the gravest 
complications” if Britain insists on 
sanctions. 

Bigger .Memorandum 

The cabinet said a more exten- J 
sive memorandum will be submit¬ 
ted to the league council. 

“This memorandum,” the com¬ 
munique stated, “will be accom¬ 
panied by small but most recent 
and well chosen literature by 
English, German and French 
witters, depicting Ethiopia as 
she Is, In her chaotic condition 
of retrograde, slave - holding 
tribes, with non-existing central 
power. 

“The fascist government thinks 
her colonial question should not 
have reacted on the European sit¬ 
uation unless one wishes to run 
the danger of letting loose a new 
world war in order to prevent a 
great power like Italy from bring¬ 
ing order to a vast country where 
the most atrocious slavery and 
the most primitive conditions of 
existence reign."

FALLS $15,000,000 SHORT

WASHINGTON. Aug 29 <JP) - 
The treasury today reported its 
first difficulty during the admin¬ 
istration in floating a government 
bond issue when only J85.592.000 
of tenders were received for an 
offering of $100,000,000. 

The offering consisted of four- 
year 1' 2 per cent bonds for the 
Federal Farm Mortgage corpora¬ 
tion, made last Monday. They 
were sold on a competitive, or 
auction basis, to the highest bid¬ 
der. 

Treasury officials could not re¬ 
call a similar instance in the 
memory of career men. The clos¬ 


est approach was said to have 
occurred last August when an is¬ 
sue of $150,000,000 of Home Own¬ 
ers' Loan corporation bonds was 
floated in three series. While two 
of the series were oversubscribed, 
an offering of the three-year ser¬ 
ies fell $2,000,000 shy of the re¬ 
quested total of $50,000,000 
The average price of the Farm 
Mortgage corporation bonds to be 
issued at this time is approxi¬ 
mately 99. Based on the average 
price at which the bonds are to be 
issued, they will return about 1.762 
per cent to maturity. Of the, sub¬ 
mitted tenders, $85,262,000 was 
accepted.

Lemon prices during July ex« 
ceeded the 1934 price for the same 
month by 60 cents per box. accord* 
ing to an analysis of price trend* 
for California crops just released 
by the division of agricultural eco* 
nomics, University of California.

Graves served as colonel in Ala¬ 
bama's famous Rainbow division 
during the World war, organized 
the American Legion in Alabama. 
He is a "New Deal” governor in 
the most Rooseveltian sense of the 
word. Though Graves’ term doesn't 
expire until January 20, 1939. his 
ruddy face beams when friends 
mention him as a possible running 
mate to President Roosevelt in

Orange county farm bureau tax 
committee declared that the bud¬ 
get would result in an increased 
tax on farm property, and amount¬ 
ed to the "sandbagging of agri¬ 
culture” by the board.

poses of the Riley-Stewart bill 
which turned public utilities prop¬ 
erty back to the county for tax 
purposes. 

The indicated cut which has 
been planned since the budget was 
prepared will make the tax bills 
lower in spite of the increase in 
assessed valuation, it was ex¬ 
plained today.
